LONDON, June 19, 3 a. m.—Hostilities have 
begun in earnest in China by the battle be- 
tween the Chinese forts and the allied fleet 
at Taku. In the battle 20 Euro- 
peans are reported to have been 
killed and 57 wounded. A Russian gunboat 
was blown up. The Fritish gunboat Al- 
gerine and the (ierman warship Itlis were 
badly damaged, two British merchant ves- 
sels sunk, two forts blown up, the rest cap- 
turned at the point of the bayonet by land- 
ing parties, and several hundred Chinese sol- 
diers killed. 


China Defies the World. 


No formal declaration of war has as vet 


been issued, but there now seems little doubt 
that China has decided to defy the world. 


Two important reports were contained in 


yesterday's dispatches, the taking of the 
Taku forts and the forced return of Admiral 
Seymour’ s mixed reilef force to Tien Tsin. 
Both are fully confirmed, but as yet nothing 
18 definitely known of the fate of the Ger- 
man Minister; Baron von Ketteler, at Pekin, 
nor what has really happened at the foreign

Father Frin of Kiang-Nan Describes 
the Plans for Defense Against 


New York, June 18—The Rev. Father 
Frin of the Catholic mission at Kiang-Nan, 
where there is now danger from the Bex- 


ers, has written an account of how the mem- 
bers of his community meet all attacks of 
the natives. He says: . 

Those sections of our mission which bor- 


der on southern Chang Tung are no less 


infested with bands of robbers and murder- 
ers than Chang Tung itself. These brigands 


| organize in regular companies, under a su- 


preme chief and subordinate leaders. 
At erdinary times they attend to their 
usual work at home and in the fields, and 
behave, to all appearances, like peaceful 
citizens. But suddenly an order comes to 
take the field, and then they march forth in 
a body, impose contributions on other vil- 
lages, burn and even kill without scruple. 

But the missionaries, on their side, have 
devised a plan for protecting themselves and 
their Christians, which is not the least of 
their successes in China. 

“In the center of the village stands the 
residence of the commander, who is none 
other than the missionary. This residence 
is a regular citadel, surrounded by high 
walls and flanked at its corners by four 
towers, well fortified also. There are no 
doors. The going in and out is effected by 
means of ladders, which are each time drawn

FORTS AT TAKU DESCRIBED. 
Fortifications Allied 


by 
Fleet Were Heavily Armed and De- 
fended by 30,000 Men. 


Washington, D. C., June 18~In view of 
the international character of the attack 
upon and capture of the Taku forts, some in- 
terest may be felt in the following state- 
ment prepared by Major Simpson, in charge 
of the military information bureau of the 
War department: 

Taku is situated at the mouth of the Pei- 


Ho, or southern bank of the river, about 


sixty-seven miles from Tien Tsin, with which 
it is connected by a railroad. It is noted for 
the three engagements that have taken 
place there between the British and the 
Chinese. 
Part of the Tien Tsin army corps has mod- 
ern organization, drill, and arms, and its 
stationed at the Taku forts. 

Between Taku and Tien Tsin, the center’ 
of the defenses and chief arsenal of northern 
China, are permanent camps, where there 
are usually 30,000 troops—infantry, cavalry, 
and artillery—armed with Mauser rifles and 
Krupp guns.

Chicago preachers as a rule do not in- 
dorse the sentiment expressed by Bishop 
Harl Cranston on Sunday when he said 
from a Denver pulpit that China should be 
Christianized at whatever cost of money 
or bloodshed, Most of those who discussed 
his statement yesterday criticised it harsh- 
ly; but one preacher, the Rev, W. J. Lib- | 
berton, D. D., of the Ingleside Avenue Meth- 
odist Church, went even farther than Bishop 
Cranston, and advocated the forcible seiz- 
ure of China and its dismemberment among 
the civilized nations. 

The statement attributed to Bishop Crans- 
ton in the dispatches from Denver is: It 
is worth any cost in money; it is worth 
any cost in bloodshed, if we can make the 
millions of Chinese true and intelligent 
Christians.“ Expressions of Chicago and 
other preachers regarding this statement 
were as follows: 

William C. DeWitt, D. D., St. Andrew's 
Episcopal Church-It is absurd. Christianity 
has advanced beyond the stage of being 
propagated through the instrumentality of 
a saber or a shotgun. 1 

Thaddeus A. Snively, St. Chrysdstom’s 
Episcopal Church—I prefer to believe that 
Bishop Cranston was misquoted. I have 
known him as a conservative man. A state- | 
ment of that kind is rash. : 

W. E. Tillroe, Ravenswood Methodist 
| Church—I know Bishop Cranston well. He 
has been on the ground and undoubtedly 
understands the situation in all its phases. 
Something must be done in China and at 
once. 
Advocates Seizure and Dismemberment 

William J. Libberton, D. D., Ingleside 
Avenue Methodist Church—For a nation 
that we know to be 5,000 years old -accord- 
ing to its own traditions 20,000-—and which 
has advanced no farther in civilization than 
China, no measures are too strenuous.

pile near the gate. Monuments, larger slabs, 
and smaller stones recently put up, were 
still in their places, but the stones which had 
been set for some time or had begun ta lean 
or belonged to people who had moved away 
from the town, were taken down and stored 
at the side of the great lot. 5 

Charles Harsh and Adam Gekel, prominent 
business-men, discovered that three stones 
from their own lots were missing. They 
started a search and found the stones at the 
bottom of the pile by the cemetery gate. 
Securing the services of the sexton, they 
had them wheeled to their places and again 
placed in the ground where they belonged. - 

They discovered that the removed tomb- 
stones had not all been allowed to remain in 
the cemetery, although it was said some of 
those hauled away had been returned. A 
farmer living near by had built a corn crib, 
and being short of stone for underpinning 
had taken a wagon load of the marble stones 
on which to erect his building. Another 
had taken away a lot of the stones to useas 
a pavement for the bottom ofacellar. The 
only excuse that was made for the desecra- 
tion of the burial lots by the removal of the 
headstones was that the stones were in the 
way of the lawn mower. |

All these corporate influences, both Re- 
publican and Democratic, were banded to- 
gether to get Roosevelt out of the State by 
fair means or foul. They proposed if he 
were nominated for Governor again to beat 
him at the polls by a strong combination of 
the Platt and Croker influences. To avoid 


Presidency, and thus leaving the field open 
for Odell or some man like him.

Not a Selfish Boom. 

This was the situation when he reached 
here on Saturday night. Every delegation 
which arrived in Philadelphia made a bee 
line for Roosevelt's headquarters at the Wal- 
ton, and the fact soon forced itself upon his 
attention that the movement was a spon- 
taneous one and was entirely Independent of 
the selfish scheme which was being en- 
gineered in the interests of the rich, power- 
ful, and unscrupulous corporations of New | 
York City. 

This outside landslide was something Gov- 
ernor Roosevelt had not anticipated and he 
could not bring himself to treat it as harsh- 
ly as he had intended to treat the mechanical 
uprising in his own State. This accounts for 
the non-committal character of the Gov- 
ernor’s statement. He was literally stag- 
gered by the urgent appeals of total stran- 
gers, and particularly by the enthusiastic 
deciarations of delegations from the original 
Rough Rider States west of the Missouri. 

These men would hear of nothing except 
the romination of the Governor, whether he 
wanted it or not, and they declared he was 
not a big enough man to decline either in ad- 
vance or afterward a nomination given to 
him practically by acclamation in a Repub- 
lican convention, | 

Such was the situation during the day so 
far as Governor Reosevelt was concerned. 
He said he did not want to be Vice President 
and would prefer to be Governor of New 
York, but as the outside delegations persist- 
ed in ignoring his wishes he could do nothing 
to stem the tide In his direction. 

| Signs of Opposition. 

There was, however, during the day 4 
chance that something might be done to 
prevent the nomination of Governor Roose- 
velt, but at a remarkable sacrifice of Re- 
publican unity throughout the country. It 
is well known that the personal equation has 
entered into this Vice Presidency contest 
to a much greater degree than one would 
consider possible. Governor Roosevelt 
when in Washington in the days before the 
war was a rampant jingo.

sona non grata to the administration. There 
ig not the ‘slightest doubt that Senator 
Hanna, by exercising the power he had, 
could have stopped the Roosevelt landslide 
Instanter, and it is an open secret that he 
Was greatly tempted to do so. 

It would have been at a fearful political 
cost, however, as it would have been neces- 
sary for the administration to oppose Roose- 
velt openly. The result would have been 
the creation of a serious factional fight in 
New York State, and the loss of the thirty- 
six Electoral votes from New York might, 
and probably would, mean the defeat of 
McKinley. | 

Fortunately wiser counsels prevailed, and 
Senator Hanna was äble to subordinate 
self, forget personal spites, and throw the 
welght of his influence in the direction of a

Opinion on Public Telephones.

A slot mach 
telephone is a good example of a public tele- 
phone. 

Apart from any statute or ordinance, however, 
and by virtue of the common law alone, sai 
telephone company, being engaged in a publik 
employment and its business being affected with 
a public interest, Is bound to serve impartially 
and without discrimination all who apply for 
service and who tender a compliance with its 
regulations,

NEWS OF THE THEATERS. 


The Castle Square Opera company’s at- 
traction at the Studebaker this week is a 
double one, combining a revival of Audran’s 
long-popular comic opera, The Mascot,“ 
and the local operatic début of Miss Cissie 
Loftus, heretofore known to Chicago amuse- 
ment scekers only as a clever mimic.” The 
union of these-features proved to be a strong 
drawing card last evening, and the Stude- 
baker was filled with a large audience of in- 
‘terested listeners. 

As has been frequently remarked, a first 
hearing of either a new work or a new artist 
is insufficient foundation for the formation 
of final judgment as to the value of the one 
or the ability of the other. In this instance, 
the opera being familiar almost to the point 
of commonplaceness, the interest centers 
chiefly in the performer, who constitutes 
the sole element of novelty in the presenta- 
tion. But The Mascot,“ although an ex- 
ceedingly entertaining piece, is of too com- 
paratively trivial a nature to tax the full 
scope of a gifted artist; wherefore the re- 
Hability of one’s foresight as to Miss Loftus’ 
future operatic — 4 fs all the more prob- 
lematical. - 

Such roles as that of Bettina depend for 
the most part upen the personal ingenuity 
of the actress for an adequate interpreta- 
tion, but in the present instance, while Miss 
Loftus acted with ease and considerable vi- 
vacity, it cannot be said that her impersona- 
tion was marked by features sufficiently 
striking to make it memorable. Moreover, 
her singing was almost uniformly crude and 
considerably beneath the standard which 


has prevailed with the Castle Square com- 


pany. Her voice in itself proved to be rather 
weak in volume, and did nod display the 
customary evidences of adequate training, 
detracting from rather than adding to the 
force of her performance as a whole. 

It should be borne in mind, however, that 
Miss Loftus is but barely recove 
perhaps, not fully so—from the collapse she 
suffered in Philadelphia last Friday, 
it is quite possible that she was not wholly 
at her best last evening. 

Although her present appearance is the 
first she has made on the operatic stage in 
Chicago it is not Miss Loftus’ initial at- 
tempt in this direction, she having made her 
début proper in New York last February in 
this same role and with the same company. 
It may therefore be assumed that she is 
thoroughly familiar with the part and her 
surroundings. If her impersonation of last 
evening—which by no means merits censure 
can be taken as a fair exponent of her abil- 
ities in this line of stage work the wisdom 
of encouraging her to pursue it would be 
but doubtful. At the best, judgment should 
be suspended until after she has displayed 
in other roles whatever powers she may 
have in reserve. 

The presentation as a whole, however, was 
of an unusually bright and. pleasing order, 
and its success was due chiefly to the hu- 
morous impersonations of Frank Moulan 
and Charles W. Meyer in the roles of Prince 
lorenzo and Rocco. Frank Ranney also 
gave a side-splitting enactment of the doc- 
tor, and these three comedians together 
kept the audience in continual convulsions 
of laughter with their grotesque speeches 
and antics. ; 

Reginald Roberts, Miro Delamotte, and 
Eloise Mor had the principal singing 
parts, which they handled in their several 
characteristic fashions. The stage settings 
and costumes were of the fresh and attract- 
ive type, which is customary with the 
Castle Square company, and the chorus and 
orchestra gave valuable assistance.

DECISION FOR OLEO DEALERS. 


Product Is Not Subject to Extra Tax 
Upon Shipment—Coin Deal- 


Internal Revenue Collector Coyne has re- 
ceived a decision from the department at 
Washington on the right of manufacturers 
of oleomargarine to ship their product, after 
it has been properly stamped, to agents and 
customers without being liable for additional 
charges in the form of special tax stamps. 
Several months ago the department held 
that all such shipments were liable to the 
special revenue tax after it had been re- 
cefved by the agent or customer at the other 


The latest ruling of Commissioner of In- 
ternal Revenue Wilson is that the product 
may be shipped without extra taxes if the. 
name of the agent or customer is given in 
the railroad way bill, to insure that it is the 
delivery of a sale previously made.

At noon today the twelfth national nom- 
inating convention of the Republican party 
will be called to order in the same city in 
whieh the first one met forty-four years 
ago. Of these twelve conventions Philadel- 
phia has had three, Chicago five, and 
Baltimore, Cincinnati, Minneapolis, and St. 
Louis one each. Eight of the eleven nomi- 
nees of the past conventions have been 
elected— Lincoln in 1860 and 1864, Grant in 
1868 and 1872, Hayes in 1876, Garfield in 
1880, Harrison in 1888, and McKinley in 
1896. The three nominees defeated were 
Fremont in 1856, Blaine in 1884, Harrison 
in 1892. Perhaps only once before in the 


% | history of the Republican party have its 


delegates assembled with so unanimous a 
purpose as that which will result in the re- 
nomination of President McKinley tomor- 
row, and this was in 1872; when the Repub- 
lican delegates, gathered in this same city

In accordance with the plans of the Na- 
tional committee the convention will com- 
plete its temporary organization today and 
select its committees. After Chairman 
Hanna has called the assembly to order and

PARK CONSOLIDATION. | 

The informal approval expressed at 
Saturday’s meeting of the Park Extension 
commission by the chairman, Alderman 
Jackson, and several other members, in- 
cluding the representatives from the North 
and South Side Park boards, for the idea 
of consolidating the three park systems 
of Chicago, has called forth strong in- 
dorsement from several sources, although 
the grounds have not in all cases been care- 
fully stated. 

In the main, there seem to be three 
important considerations to be borne in 
mind concerning this proposition. In the 
first place, the idea of a unified park sys- 
tem for what is strictly a single city, is 
as logical from the standpoint of admin- 
istration and development as it is fair from 
the standpoint of taxation. The conse- 
quences, for example, of the present ar- 
tificial arrangement are typified by the fact 
that the two branches of the Chicago 
River which divide the three systems, in- 
stead of constituting, as they should do, 
the chief interior feature of the city, are, 
with their environs, merely a sort of 
desert buffer-state upon which no attention 
whatever has ever been bestowed by either 
one of the three park commissions. The 


is also evident when it is remembered that 
the park taxes paid by the First Ward, 
though it is the center for the whole city 
and not for one section of it, go exclusive- 
ly to the South Side park system.

The native Christians havé wont to 
regard themselves as under the Protection of 
the foreign powers, and have o ‘ten resisted 
the petty tyrannies of the Chin ese officials. 
The imperial government sa in the Boxer 
crusade a chance to wipe out the Ohinese 
Christians on the Armenian‘massacre plan 
and at the same time deal a deadly blow to 
the missionaries without giving actual cause 
for foreign intervention. But in giving the 
Boxers leave to go ahead thé Empress has 
let loose more than she bérgained for. 
Whether she and her clique ban now stop 
the pandemonium in time to save the empire 
remains to be seen.

THE AUSTRALIAN COMMONWEALTH BILL. | 
In some respects the Australian common- 
wealth bill is the most remarkable measure 
ever considered by the British Parliament. 
It creates a federal union for an entire con- 
tinent, together with the large Islands of 
Tasmania and New Zealand, embracing 
more than 3,000,000 square miles and hav- 
ing a population of more than 5,000,000, 
under a constitution which after long and’ 
careful deliberation the enlightened: Eng- 
lish-spéaking people of the seven colonies 
have adopted for their self-government un- 
der the British flag. They have had long 
experience in colonial self-government and 
have studied the best models of republican 
institutions the world affords, and it is in- 
teresting and gratifying to Americans to ob- 
serve that they have drawn liberally from 
the constitution of the United States, in- 
corporating many of its sections or para- 
graphs word for word, and often adopting 
its provisions in substance in preference to 
other precedents found within the British 
Empire, notably in the Dominion of Canada 
federation act of 1867. : 
The Australian Congress will consist of a 


latter having twice as many members as the 
former, Senators will be elected by popular 
vote and will hold office for six years, Rep- 
resentatives for three years, Thus Austra- 
lia departs on the one hand from Canadian 
precedent, where the Senators are appoint- | 
ed by the crown and hold office for life, and 
on the other hand from that of the United 
States, where the Senators are elected by 
State Legislatures. Another innovation is 
intended to prevent a deadlock between the 
two Houses. In case the Senate twice, in 
two sessions, rejects a measure passed by 
the House, both Houses are to be dissolved; 
and it, afterthe new Congress assembles, the 
House again passes and the Senate again re- 
jects the measure, a joint session of both 
Houses shall be convened and the measure 
may be enacted by a majority vote of the 
combined Houses. | 

It will be interesting to observe the work- 
ing of this Australian experiment We 
have given the commonwealth about-to-be 
the benefit of more than a century's experi- 
ence of popular government under the in- 
strument of liberty they have so freely fol- 
lowed, They have already set us an ex- 
ample of ballot reform which many States of 
the union have followed, as the adoption of 
the so-called “ Australian ballot” signally 
attests. Other successful experiments in 
the development of the principles of repre- 
sentative government will be looked for in 
of Australia. 


The growth of Germany 

since the war of 1870, which German 
resulted in the ‘creation of Progress, 
the empire, is one of the 

most remarkable events in current history. 
The increase in population is estimated at 
15,000,000, and by that number of people Ger- 
many now exceeds Great Britain in popu- 
lation, while it has 17,000,000 more than 
France, ‘ts ancient rival, which at the time 
of the war was in the lead. Twenty years 
ago 200,000 Germ emigrated each year, 
has almost ceased, 
while there is an increasing stream ot immi- 
grants largely from western Europe. Ger- 
many’s commerce has increased from £279,- 
000,000 to 440,000,000. The steam tonnage 
of the German mercantile marine has in- 
creased tenfold and Germany’s proportion 
of the carrying trade of the world from 5 to 8 
per cent, The revenue of the empire has in- 


threefold. The postal business of a coun- 
try- is usually taken as a safe indication of 
its prosperity. The gross receipts of the 


postoffice department have increased from |. 


£5,000,000 to £19,500,000, and the revenues of 
Germany are greater than those of any 
other European nation, being £224,000,000, 
while those of the United Kingdom are 
£116,900,000, of Russia £120,547,000, and of 
France 4136. 731,000. 


THE DOUGLAS SCHOOL FIRE. 

Is there an organized band of incen- 
diaries at work in this city?

If statements 
made by those in the neighborhood are 
correct, a person was seen to leave the 
building, and his exit was followed by the

The recent fires in churches suggest the 
possibility at least that some crank or 
malicious person is responsible also for 
attempting to destroy this elegant school 
structure. The probabilities are at least 
sufficient to induce the police authorities 
to keep a vigilant watch upon churches and 
schoolhouses, and a strict lookout for sus- 
picious characters at night in alleys, for 


The Douglas School is one of the largest, 


Fortunately it has dnly been 
partially destroyed, thanks to the efficient 
work of the Fire department. More than 
one-half of it is untouched by fire and 
will only need cleansing. It is probable 
the rethainder of it can be reconstructed 
during the long vacation, as the walls are 
sound, and while it may not be finished by 
September it may be at least placed in 
shape to use, so that the large number of 
pupils it accommodates may be able to 
begin the next school year as usual. The 
most serious loss to the teaching force is

For example, no passenger along the 
sidewalk on South Halsted street on the 
West Side can fail to observe not only that 
the brick pavement laid there last fall is 
already giving way in a manner Which 
indicates unmistakably that inspectors did 
not require the proper amount of cement 
to be mixed in the foundation to give it 
firmness, but that there is a detail in the 
plan of laying the bricks which, if it were 
not known to be a mistake at the time, 
ought now to be recognized as such and 
henceforth be avoided. But, as a matter 
of fact, precisely the same detail is being 
repeated in the brick pavement now being 
laid near-by in Harrison street. The de- | 
tail is this: Instead of alternating the 
course next the tracks with a whole and 
then a half brick, so as to have each course 
from the start dovetailed into the next, 
thereby securing proper strength, a. con- 
tinuous course of whole bricks is laid next 
the tracks, and the “ half-and-whole” | 
course comes after that. The result is 
that a separation has begun and a rut 
is already worn between these two courses | 
which is plainly visible from the side- 
walk, and which as plainly might have | 
been obviated if the interweaving had been 
begun as suggested. 775 | 

It Mr. McGann Is ever to secure to the 
public proper results in paving he must 
spend time himself on the spot with his 
eyes fully open, must understand the plan 
of the work in its details, and must in- 
sure that those details are executed. A 
reasonable amount of contact on his part 
with the work actually in progress would 
be worth an indefinite amount of the rather 
undignified, not to say disingenuous, appeals 
from him to.the public in general to do 
this work for him. No voluntary force 
can do it—a fact of which he is quite 
aware—and if the head of the department 
does not do it it will not be done.

CENTS A BUSHEL 


Strongest Market Since Bull 
Movement Began Two 
Weeks Ago. 


_ EXCITEMENT IN THE PIT. 


Advance Is Caused by Continued 


Drought Throughout 
Northwest. 


MAY GO STILL HIGHER. 


Four cents a bushel was added to the price 
of wheat in the speculative markets of this 
country yesterday, and for the first time this 
year it sold for a higher price than on the 
corresponding day last year. On the Board 
of Trade July wheat could be had at the 
opening for 75% cents, a slight advance over 
the closing price of Saturday, and something 
over three hours later it touched 79% cents, 
from which it drop ck to 78%-% cents 
at the close, a net gain of 3% cents from Sat- 
urday. 

In two weeks there has been an advance of 
@ little over 12 cents a bushel, and yester- 
day's market was the biggest, broadest, and 
strongest since the bull movement began. 
From 75,000,000 to 100,000,000 bushels were 
bought and sold in the miniature amphi- 
theater called the pit,“ where many a 
fortune has been made and lost. From start 
to finish the market was nervous and ex- 
cited, the shouted offers from the strong 
lungs of 200 traders uniting into a hoarse 

‘roar which only the initiated could under- 
stand. 


Drought Is the Moving Force. 
the long continued drought in the North- 
* west and the immense damage it has done 
to the spring wheat crop was the moving 
force in compelling the advance, as it has 
been for two weeks, and it was resistless. 
The advance was checked at times and 
turned backward not by any change in senti- 
ment in regard to the damage done but by 
desire to take profits and a hope on the 

‘part of sellers to get back in the market 
ain at a lower level. But the pressure 
to buy was so great that it overwhelmed 
\ all offers, and the spurts to higher levels 
were flercer and more rapid than the reac- 
tions, which, as a rule, were for about half 
@ cent or less. From 77% cents up to the 
top price, over 2 cents higher, the advance 
was in bounds of half a cent, seven-eighths 
of a cent, interrupted only by timid little 
dips of one-eighth of a cent. 


Volume of Trade Great. 

Not only was the trade greater in volume 
man any day before since the palmy days 
of the Leiter deal—while some traders 
Claimed that it had never been surpassed 
before—but there were evidences that it was 
broadening out and attracting more atten- 
tion from the general public.
